Folks, I want to talk to those of us who are waiting for a 
miracle, especially those who may feel that they are 
somehow responsible for their own suffering. God has 
spoken to me regarding the healing I have been waiting for a 
long time. The Devil has been trying to chip away at my faith, 
telling me I brought my disease upon myself by not taking good enough care of myself Although whether this is 
actually true in my case is debatable, what God impressed upon my heart is this statement, simple yet profound 
as usual: Does anything prevent me from healing you? 

I ask you all now the same question: Does anything prevent God from healing you? Were you a prostitute who 
as a result developed diseases in your body? Were you a drug addict who developed hepatitis or something 
worse as a result of sinful living? Did you develop diabetes through unhealthy eating habits? Perhaps you even 
feel that you deserve what you got because of your past lifestyle.

In truth we all deserve nothing, including our salvation. But brother, I've got some good news for you! Christ is 
on the mercy seat! Do you believe by faith that you are saved? Even though you don't deserve it? That same 
blood that washes away our sins also paid the price in full for our complete healing! 

Are God's hands tied by anyone or anything? No, they aren't! Yes, God may choose to allow us to suffer for a 
season to test our faith. He may deem it necessary for us to endure a time of reaping what we have sewn to our 
flesh, but we must not let that deter us from seeking the healing Christ paid for on the cross. If we diligently seek 
Him He will answer. 

Are you waiting on the Lord for another person? Let me relate a story to you of an unsaved acquaintance who's 
lack of faith in God was shaken. He tells of how he politely allowed his Christian grandfather to pray for him and 
experienced a healing! The thing that puzzled him was that his chronic pain went away even though he didn't 
believe in the power of God to heal him He didn't have the faith, yet his grandfather did! What does this tell us 
about our prayer life?

Our faith can suffice to cover the unbelief of another. I have a whole group of old friends who I pray for daily 
that are unsaved.
